Dewan, had been killed by four extremists with stenguns and 
revolvers and that the extremists had escaped. On receipt of 
the information, Shri Lajpal Singh rushed towards the 
scene of crime. . There was a great confusion at the Guru¬ 
dwara and everybody was reluctant to tell about the incident 
and the accused persons. One lady Constable, who was 
present there in civil dress, revealed the identity of the accus¬ 
ed and stated that the accused fled towards village Minni 
crossing Beas river, In the meantime Sub-Inspector Bir Singh, 
alongwith 6 Constables, one Assistant Sub-Inspector of Police 
and a Section of Central Reserve Police Force nlso reached 
the spot, Shri Lajpal Singh, Deputy Superintendent of Police, 
alongwith officers and men reached village Bussowal and 
ordered the Assistant Sub-Inspector to encircle the accused 
from the side of the river Beas. He himself went towards 
village Miani and asked Sub-Inspector Bir Singh to proceed 
towards village Latwala, where the accused were seen iunning. 
The accused, who were hiding in a wheat field near village 
Latwala, were encircled by the Police party. When ordered to 
surrender, the culprits opened nre at the Police party with 
stenguns. The Police party returned fire in self defence. As 
a result of heavy firing one extremis was shot dead but the 
other three continued their assault on the Police party. From 
the field these accused entered a tubewell room of village 
Pitborahal and started firing from inside the room but soon 
they realised that they had been surrounded and accordingly 
they surrendered to the Police. The dead criminal was later 
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identified as Lakha Singh of -village Bundafa, District Amrit¬ 
sar. Two stenguns with 4 magazines of 9 mm cartridges and 
two .455 bore revolvers with 14 cartridges were recover! 
from the criminals.

On the afternoon of 3rd February, 1986, Shri J. P. Birdi, 
Seqjor Superintendent of Police, received information that a 
proclaimed offender was staying at a secluded place, in the 
Dera of Sucha Singh of village Danewali, Police Station 
Dhariwai. He immediately directed the SHOs of the, ad join- 
tag Police Stations to rush their force towards the Dera and 
close in on its outer perimeter. He, alongwith the District 
police and Para-mill ary force, reached the oul-skirta of the 
Dera and after conducting survey of the area divided the 
force into four parties.' After briefing them about the 
operational plan, he deployed them on all the four sides and 
himself picked up some commando type Police officials and 
explained *hem the strategy to flush out the. hiding terrorist 
Assistant Sub-Inspector Sawarn Singh was directed to check 
the thatched enclosures of the Dera. The desperado, who 
was hiding in one of these Kothas, hurled a volley of bullets 
at' Shri Swaran Singh, who received serious bullet injuries.
